WASHINGTON.— 
FoR U.S. officiais the question 
was how ready and able were 
they to push Israci on the terri- 
torial issue, when and how far. 
And was the U.S. prepared for 
the kind of rosult, which in the 
view of some like Senator Jul- 
ht, could lia at the ond of 
oad a path, pamely. a form of 
yoilateral guarantees? 

Prior to the Big-Four meeting 
Thursday -—— when these lines 
were being written — there was 
no evidence that the U.S. was in 
fact pushing beyond the confines 
of normal diplomatic procedures, 


supplemented perhaps with a fow — 


discreet, but evident, bits of press 
management. 

Nevertheless, the question was 
in the air, so much that ea more 
conventional-minded Arabist and 
predecessor of Assistant Secrotary 
of State Joseph Sisco, now out of 
office, could tell ἃ group of foreign 
correspondents (invited by the 
U.S. Information Agency here) 
that Israel's tactic at the present 
juncture may be to atall for time 
i the hope that 1972 will bring 
the Democrats to power. He point- 
ed out that historically, Isracl was 
in a stronger position during De- 
mocratic Administrations, noting 
that major financing of Democra- 
tic campaigns comes from “sources 
that support Israel.” 

Republican Administrations, he

Perlraps the most striking quali- 
ty of these poems ta thelr lyrical 
romanticigm on the one hand and 
their soberness on the other, In 
the pocm “Hpithalamion" (1965), 
after a sensual romantic opening — 
“The moving hands reveal the flow 
of time’ — the poem goes Into a 
mature, réalistic discussion of the 
ambivalence of marriage: 

“And wedded juet / Uke space 
and time — and as remote — are 
soul / and body (others’, owr’s):

Toward the end of the poem,

THE Egyptians were presumably listening hard 
to our ariny Channel on Tuesday cvening, 
the last Tuesday before the following Monday.

With more women working out- 
side the home we must grapple 
with the problems of the working

from the impressive example of 8 
woman Prime Minister there are 
few women in positions of power 
and decision making. The present 
Knesset has fewer women than be- 
fore. 


With this in mind five women 
Knesset Members were interviewed 
on the role, rights and needs of 
women In Israel today and what 
18. belng done about them. 
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STHER  Razicl-Noor (Gahal), 

who has been In the Knesset 
sinee its inception, was the first 
woman with whom I spoke. 

The solidity of the Knesset re- 
staurant where we met is a far 
cry from the environs of the un- 
derground radio station avhich this 
no-nonsense ‘woman ran during the 
tlme of the British. She was ar- 
rested for running the station and 
Imprisoned in the Bethlehem fall 
where seven months after arrival 
she gave birth to a baby girl. 

Above the noon-time din of the 
restaurant sho communicated ‘her 
view about the woman aa a Knesset

“A woman seca a law differently 
to Aa oman," she coutended. She 
sees lt with more ‘heart' A woman 
wlll see how it will affect people 
personally rather than as an ab- 
strnci proposition. Also in the 
Knesset she naturally tends to the 
educational-social problems." 


When pressed as to whether she 
thought that these Interests were 
imposed upon her by men's expec- 
tations, thls one-time underground

Nevertheless, she insisted that she 
does not feet herself to be speci- 
fically a representative of women. 
“I don't represent the avomen of 
Gahal but all of Gahal as T was 
elected by the whole party.

She's protected by a 
prohibition agalnst night labour for 
women and work injurious to ‘her 
health. We fought for this in the 
Histadrut 60 years ago, and these 
‘benofits were integrated into our 18- 
hour legislation once we became n 
State, Of course the leaders of the 
Yishuv always wanted our vote, but 
they didn't always want us to run 
for office, We had to fight for po- 
sitions in the beginning.” 

The strong volce of the Second 
Allya Feminist rang clearly. Its 
tone differed from the stridency of 
today's disgruntled Hberators. it 
looked outward to the building of a 
new society. ‘It demanded ‘the right 
to participate in that society. 

“We fought, not for privileges, 

hut for responsfbitities, We wanted 
to participate in the development 
of the country,” Beba Idelson ex- 
plained. “Women were more {deolo- 
gical tn those days. They knew how 
to fight.” 
“But what about the Jast Knesset 
clectlons? You sere on the nomi- 
nations committee of the Labour 
‘Party. Why did they reduce the 
number of women on the list?” 

“With the merger of the many 
parties into the Labour Party every-

“The percentage of women inthe 
country haa gone up but their num- 
ber In the Knesset has gone down 
from twelve to eight," she lament- 
ed at our meeting in her office.

“Up 
until now the women's organizations 
fn each party have directed their 
energies to educational and social 
efforts, to Kindergartens, commu- 
nity centres, vocational training for 
women, but perhaps they should in- 
volve themselves with the more 
basic political = struggle within 
thelr parties, The men never ‘have 
enough places for themselves In the 
Knesset.
